W ashington, July 19.— An average 
reduction of 27.64 per cent u n d er the 
rates of the existing 
Payne-A ldrich 
tariff law is proposed by th e Demo­ 
cratic tariff bill upon which th e se n ate 
began general debate, according to th e 
m ajority rep art of th e finance com­ 
m ittee subm itted by S enator Sim m ons, 
th e chairm an. 
T he report also show s th a t th e bill 
provides rates 4.22 per cent low er than 
the 
m easure 
did 
as 
it 
passed 
the 
house and th a t from it, to g e th er with 
other 
governm ent 
receipts for th e 
year ending J u n e 30, 1914, th e re will 
be an estim ated surplus in the tre a s ­ 
ury of $2,020,000. 
E n d er the house bill the value of 
free listed im ports, on the basis of 
1912 im portations, was 
$103,000,000, 
w hereas th e D em ocrats of the sen ate 
propoes to free list im ports valued at 
$147,367,000. 
Upon the basis of the bill being o p ­ 
erative for te n m onths of th e fiscal 
year, th e report estim ates that th e re ­ 
ceipts from custom s alone under it 
will be $266,730,000; from incom e tax 
for ten m onths, $58,330,000; co rp o ra­ 
tion tax, $37,000,000; internal revenue, 
including tax on cotton futures of $5,* 
000,000, $297,000,000, and that the reve­ 
nue from all o th e r sources will bring 
th e total for th e fiscal year to $996,- 
$10,000. D isbursem ents are estim ated 
at $994,790,000. 
In analyzing changes In th e adm in­ 
istrative featu res of the bill th e com ­ 
m ittee “deem ed th e am en d m en ts of 
the house entirely too drastic,’’ partic­ 
ularly those authorizing exam ination 
of books of foreign m anufactures, a 
five per cent tariff discount on im ports 
on the A m erican ships and o th er fe a ­ 
tu res which w ere stru ck out. 
P articu lar atten tio n is called to th e 
sen ate provision “designated to fu r­ 
nish the president with pow er Lo bs*- 
pose tariff duties of a retaliatory c h a r­ 
acter upon all articles com prised in a 
s p l i n e d list,” including agricultural 
products. 
“ For som e years,” says the report, 
" th ere has 
been 
a developm ent of 
m axim um and m inim um tariffs abroad, 
tnd in not a few Instances th e govern­ 
m ent of the United S tates has been 
compelled to see its citizens su b je ct­ 
ed to harsh and discrim inating tariff 
treatm en t abroad without being aide, 
lintier the law, to afford relief. 
“T he tariff act of 1909 recognized 
this situation and established a gen 
era! m axim um schedule of d u ties 23 
per cent higher th an th e general or 
m inim um rates of the law. T his m axi­ 
mum schedule has proved e m b a rra s ­ 
sing, clumsy and inadequate. No m a­ 
terial ad v an tag es have been derived 
from it, but. on th e contrary, it has 
stood In the way of successful com ­ 
m erce with o th er countries. 
“T he provision now recom m ended 
will, it is believed, place in th e hands 
of the president powers which, though 
extensive in their sphere, a re suffi­ 
ciently 
circum scribed to perm it 
of 
their being e x e r t e d within th e lim its 
assigned them without disturbing the 
general fiscal system of th e U nited 
State*.” 
Of the reduction of the basic exem p­ 
tion from incom e tax from $4000, as in 
the house bill, to $3000 for u n m arrie d 
persons, th e report says: 
“Your 
com m ittee 
reduces 
th e 
am ount of exem ption of net incom e to 
$:;* on, and allows, on account of m a r­ 
riage, an additional exem ption of $1,- 
OOO to e ith er the husband or wife 
w here they are living together, but not 
to iMith. 
“ In the case of a m inor child, or 
children, living with and d ep en d en t 
upon the p are n t such parent Is allow ­ 
ed an additional exemptive, of $500 for 
on** minor child, and up to $1000 on 
account of

children, except

p aren ts are taxable, in

fly the am en d m en t th e low est pos- 
s hie exem ption to any one person 
would i>e $3000, and the highest pow 
sible exem ption to any one person 
would be $5000. W hile the am en d m e n t 
may m ake no wide difference in the 
volume of revenue derivable from th e 
tax, It is deem ed equitable as recog­ 
nizing th e added obligations on ac­ 
count of m arriag e and children and 
salutary as em phasizing th e am ity aa

Vice P resident M arshall ruled Brin* 
to wont of order. 
“It would be just as reasonable for 
th e atto rn ey general to tak e th ree 
m o n th s off a year to practice law,” 
shouted th e K ansas ProgressiveR epuh- 
llean, who refused to be silenced. “ I 
think th e re is a condition before the 
country that should dem and the a t ­ 
tention of congress and the adm lnis 
tratio n in power.” 
“Are you really apprehensive.” in­ 
te rru p te d S en ato r V ardam an, a Dem­ 
ocrat, “that th e business of the state 
d ep a rtm e n t 
will suffer because Mr. 
B ryan is occasionally a w a y ? ”

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Sweet peas are hardy and may be 
sow ii Just as soon a* the soil warms up 
enough to Insure germination. 
It Is 
well to have the plant* deep rooted. 
and for this reason the seed should be 
planted at the bottom of a treuch live 
or six Inches deep, with tho bottom 
made mellow arni covered with a cou­ 
ple of inches of soil 
When the pens 
have germinated and come through the 
soil the trench should be gradually 
filled 
with mellow earth. 
The soil 
should l>e rich and mellow, the peas 
should be watered frequently if It be­ 
comes dry. and the blossoms should be 
picked regularly.
